Until 1914 there existed truly free 
markets and—excepting In a few 
commodities which temporarily were

The present national coal deficit 
has been estimated at 25.000.000 tons, 
the army spokesmen said, and hence 
these new cuts will make more than 
120,000 tons available for recon­ 
version and civilian use. 
Tremendous cuts in supplies, they 
added, will ease the freight situa­

present will soon 
cease to 
exist.
